"Now sits expectation in tho air." 
Never was a new Governor looked for, 
waited for with more intoose expecta- 
tion, more painful eueporiso. Yet we 
greatly think those wonld appear to bo 
blessed who expect Utile, for to all ap- 
pearances they shall not bo disappoint", 
ed. The history of British Columbia 
will form an interesting chapter iu the 
administration of tho Coloniul Office. Not 
that it is singular or exceptional. In- 
deed whatis it, afLorall, but just a fac 
simile of almost overy one of the forty 
odd colonies which compose the Colonial 
Empire of Great Britain. If this bo 
bo, why despond ? Have not tho Bri* 
tish Colonies, as a rule, beon a groat 
success? Yes and no. Nor do we des- 
pond. But wo object, though ! This 
ColoDy, considered as a whole, may bo 
said to have been struggling to hold its 
own against Colonial Office piratical 
misrule for twelvo years ; and where ia 
it now? Nowhere ! But, as wo havo 
said, wo do not despond. Despond ia 
not tho word. "Who could despond in 
regard to tbe ultimato success and great- 
ness of British Columbia? Only thoso 
who View it ae predestinated to remain 
a Crown Colony. But tho era is past 
when oven tbe British Government 
could with impunity idly toy with tbe 
rights and make merchandise of tbe 
interests of a colony. Looking over 
tbe latest news from England we find 
that a number of influential colonials 
have just held a meeting in London — 
under the very shadow of tho Colonial 
Office) at which they wero vory out- 
spoken about the colonial policy of 'the 
empire. The Pacific colonies are special- 
ly alluded to, At the first blu«h w e 
thooght of our own colony ; but proba- 
bly Australasia was intended; yet we 
venture to hopo our own was not wholly 
unreprecented at Hint meeting. We 
have said even tbe Briti-h Govtmimenl 
cannot now with impunity wholly disre- 
gard the interests and the rights of the 
colonies Leust of all can this be done 
with British Columbia. It is too near 



Another outrage has taken place. A pio 
mo party of ladies and gentlemeD lately went 
lu tbe Bungalow, and on. ihe was *»• no- 
ticed that they were followed by a number 
of boats. While at lanoh the whole party 
were surrounded by Chioeie, and subjected 
to a Btorrn of staneB and other missiles, forc- 
ing them to retreat io disorder to their boat! 
and leave their feast behind them. As the 
British Consul, Mr Caine, and bis wife were 
present at the time, the Toauiui was quickly 
mads acquainted with tbe facte. As usual, 
be expressed regret and promised to inquire 
into tbe affair. So the matter reats and so it 
is likely to. The excooe for the outrages is 
the same here as elaewbare, the foreigners are 
said to kill Chinese babies io order to get 
their eyes for shipmont to England as med- 
icine. Wanohu baa beau placarded with in. 
flammatory proclamations, calling oo the 
braves to rise and oxptl tbe baad intruders 
on their soil. 

Formosa. — At Ganohui, a place about one 
hundred miles north of Takow, the inhabitants 
shut their gates and resisted tbe efforts of tbe 
General iu Chiel to capture a few pirates' 
The General was accompanied by a lorce of 
Honam braves, bat was defeated in trying 
to storm. Tbe Anpiug Governor, with so- 
other force, came to bis aid, and a settle- 
ment was agroed upon, the plooo being nom- 
inally given up. Mr Gibsoo, H. M. Consul 
at Takow, apd who has been censured by tho 
British Government for coming tologgei- 
beads with tho CbioeBe Mandarins whose 
extreme insolooco is so well known, is still 
there, acd will not obey bis recall till rtliov- 
od. Leoung Taoute, who bud tho audacity 
to strike Mr Gibson wllb his fan, has not yet 
been removed, and since tho deuth of the old 
Fu has resumed his duty bd it nothing had 
happened. Foreigners ot course do not re- 
cognize him. 

During tbe lost two years the practical 
Lorchac, from tbe south of Chios, have kid- 
napped no less than twenty thousand Al- 
narnitfs. In one missionary district, six 
hundred women have disappeared during 
tbe year. The informants came in company 
with a Lorcba to Bockhai, said Lorcba being 
frightened with Annamite girls, who wero 
• old by the pirates at that and other Chinese 
ports. According to the mis.-ioaaries liviog 
amongst these people, many hundreds of 
Annamite girh are yearly sold to Chioesi 
crimps, and exported by them to tbe United 
Statee, and t, 1 1> e r ports of America, ii in 
also alleged that the P. M. S. a. Co. 'a 
steamers carry numbers of iheve stolen wo- 
men ; and ihat HcogUon^' and Macao el-io 
receive many of ihe-m. Tho Chinese officiuls 
are. accused of bang biibed to connive at 
this disgraceful traffic.

Without it the whole of British 
Amerioa must sooner or later bo 
absorbed by tho Great Republic. Nor 
are tho people of tbo Dominion 
alt' gelher blind to tbe real position of 
affairs. We find the Montreal Gazette 
■aying, '•Wbatuver may bo tbo means 
taken it is grea'ly important that Brj. 
tish Columbia should act in unison with 
tho Dominion, und unless there is some 
concert of action, we believe there- is 
some question if the Colonies on tho 
Paoiffo coust will remain Brit sb ; and 
tbis, we repeat, would bo a serious it 
not a fatal blow to the future ind°pen~ 
dence of the Dominion. It is in tbis 
view that tbo question of arrange- 
ment between the Dominion and tho 
Pacific- coast assumes its prosont impor- 
tance.''

Berlin, Aug. 3.— The Borscn Zcitung 
discussing the possibility of un imposis 
tion by CongrofiB of a tax on coupons of 
tho TJ« S. bonds, expresses eoufidonco 
that tho Republicans will romaiu faith- 
ful to tho programme, in which they 
pronouucod onerirotically ngainst repudin* 
tion. Tho Zcitung declares that -tho 
current rumors to tho effect that such a 
tax is contemplated, are mero manceu- 
vers of tho Stock Exchange. 

Constantinople, Aug. 3. — An a d-do 
camp of tho Grand Vizor is about, to 
leave Egypt, bearing a letter to tho 
Viooroy, which, after recounting the 
grievances of the Sublime Porte, con- 
cludes with an intimation that iu case 
no satisfactory explanations aro givon, 
tho Porto will withdraw the privileges 
accorded by the firman of 1841.
